2: Hereas his Excellency the Heer Van Beuninghen Ambaſſadour Extraordinary from the 
&7 States General of the United Netherlands having by his Memorial to His Majeſty of 
Z the 22th of September laſt, made Complaint of his being highly Aﬀronted by ſome 
Perſons who preſumed to Cite him by vertue of Two ſeveral Orders of His Ma- 
jeſty in Council, to appear at the Council Table the 10 thof Ofober then following, 
and afterwards cauſed to be Printed, with the ſaid Orders, a Falſe and Scandalous. 
Memorandum, highly refle&ting upon the Perſon and Character of the ſaid Ambal- 
ſadour, which were not onely Publickly Diſperſed, but Afxed at the Exchange, 
and other places within the Ciry of London: And therefore demanding that Pub- 
lick Satisfaction might be made, as well to the States his Maſters, as to himſelf, 
for the ſaid Indignities, His Majeſty was pleaſed to Dire&t this Matter to be forch- 
with Examined ; And it thereupon appearing, That George Carew Eſquire ( one of 
the Petitioners mentioned in the {aid Orders of Council ) was the Perſon that cauſed the ſaid Ambaſſadour to 
be Cited, as alſo the ſaid Orders with the Memorandum annexed, to be Printed. His Majeſty did thereupon Order 
the ſaid George Carew to be Committed Priſoner to the Ge «ſe Weſtminſter, for the ſaid Offences, until he ſhould 
have made his humble ſubmiſſion to the ſaid Ambaſſadour. And the ſaid George Carew having this day attended 
His Majeſty in Council, with his Submiſſion, which he there Read and Signed, as followeth, Viz.

And hiving afterwards preſented the ſame to the ſaid Ambaſſadour, humbly asking His Excellencies Pardon, the 
ſaid Ambaſſadour declared that he freely forgave him. Which being Reported to His Majeſty, His Majeſty was there- 
upon pleaſed to Order, That the ſaid George Carew ſhould be diſcharged from his Imprilonment. 

Bur His Majeſty out of a juſt Reſentment of the ſaid Aﬀronts and Indignities, and to teſtifie his render Care for Vin- | 
dicating the Rights and Priviledges due to the Perſons and Characters of Ambaſſadours and Publick Miniſters, Hath 
thought fit to Dire&t and Command, That this Order be forthwith Printed, and Aﬀixed upon the Royal Exchange 
London, at the uſual Hour of Merchants meeting there, and at the Court Gate, by one of the Meſlengers of His 
Majeſties Chamber in Ordinary, to the end that the Reparation might be as Publick as the Indignities offered ro the 


faid Ambafiadour.
